French Default on War Debts 
Denounced by Defeated Premier 


Herriot, Fighting for the “Honor of My Country’s Signa­ 
ture,” Declared France Could Not Plead Inability 
to Pay. Debt Contract a ‘‘Scrap of Paper.”

The drastic action o f the French Chamber of Deputies in regarding its 
country’s war debt contract with the United States as a scrap of paper 
and dacidiag to default on its December payment is singularly remark­ 
able for the fact that the decision was made after the United States had 
made the concession demanded by the opponents of payment. 
Both 
France end Belgium had based their unwillingness to pay upon the 
refusal of the United States to consider revision of the debt question. 
However, Secretary of Stato Henry L. Stimson had informed the French 
and Belgian governments prior to thoir default action, that the United 
States wee «rilling to negotiate for a now debt settlement following the 
December payment. 
This promise wee stressed by Premier Edouard 
Herriot in bis impassioned plea that France live up to her contract and 
pay her obligations to the United States. The defeat of Harriot’s resolu­ 
tion was followed by his resignation and that of his entire cabinet. A 
similar situation prevailed in Belgium, where Premier Count Charles de 
Broqueville end his cabinet resigned after .the Belgium Chamber had 
unanimously voted to default oa the debt payment. 
However, Great 
Britain, the amount o f whose installment makes those of Franco and Bel­ 
gium look puny, accepted the offer of the United States that revision 
discussion would follow payment. Maybe that is why Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald and his cabinet ere as firm as the Rock of Gibraltar end 
British credit is safe throughout the world.
